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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue (page 7) that their claimed 
invention (claims 1, 9, and 20) differ from the prior art because the "vertical segments taught by Abe are not utilized for detecting an 
object of interest in an Image processing system". The Examiner disagrees. Abe explains that the vertical segments are utilized for 
detecting an object of interest In col. 11, lines 10-20. 

Applicants further argue (page 8) "Abe teaches that the segmentation of FIGS. 1 1 and 12 occurs after the identification of the 
silhouettes of FIG. 10." The Examiner responds by pointing out that the Abe reference was relied upon to teach the feature of 
segmenting a difference image Into regions that are bounded by one or more lines passing through the entire Image (see pages 3-4 of 
the previous office action). Abe Is not relied upon to teach the step of Identifying the silhouettes. Courtney teaches this feature in col. 7, 
lines 52-60 and figure 7f, also noted in the previous office action (page 3). . 
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
